A SUBMARINE WIRELESS. 
The Navy Uses a Violin for 
ing Messages Which Are Received 


by a Telephone Receiver. 
{Baltimore American,] The Navy 
Department has adopted a “submarine 
violin” for the on of mes-; 
sages between submarine torpedo 
boats and shore stations or rv 
sels. Exhaustive tests of the ap us 
have been made on a submarine at 
Hampton Roads, Va., and three sets of 
the signal device have been ordered 
to be placed on as many vessels. 
The mechanism is explained to be 
an adaptation of the violin. From one 
side of the submarine project two 
steel stays. From the ends of these 
is stretched taut a piano wire, Touch- 
ing the wire is the roughened rim of 
a wheel which, when it revolves, set* 
up vibrations inthe wire.
